The  Fire  Friday  Night. 

Alxjut  ten  o’clock  Friday  ipght  a  ciy 
of  file  w  as  raised  aud  the  whistles  blew- 
in  the  lower  district.  Soon  after  the  fire- 
bell  rang.  A  very  liright  light  rendered 
the  finding  of  the  blazing  building  an 
easy  matter.  When  the  Citizen  reporter 
arrived  at  the  spit,  he  discovered  a  barn 
of  Air.  Win.  A.  Freeman,  l>etween  Bloom¬ 
field  avenue  aud  Franklin,  street,  afire 
from  the  second  floor  up.  A  goodly  com¬ 
pany  were  assembled  enjoying  the  sight 
and  quietly  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the 
fire  companies.  The  feeling  which  seem¬ 
ed  to  jiervade  the  crowd  that  there  was 
no  resjionsibility  resting  ujxm  them  to  do 
anything  was  in  strong  contrast  to  the 
old-fashion  spirit  which  impelled  every* 
new  comer  to  join  in  the  work  of  well  in¬ 
tended  destruction. 

The  Watsessing  Company  were  first  on 
the  ground.  The  hose  was  laid  filom  the 
hydrant  in  short  order  and  the  pipe  direct¬ 
ed  at  the  fire.  A  fireman  with  a  trumpet 
put  it  to  his  mouth  and  said  “H-oo-oo-oo” 
two  or  three  times:  but  nothing  came  of 
it  ami  he  stalled  for  the  hydrant  Just 
then  A  voice  without  a  trtim|>et  yelled  out 
in  good  plain  English  that ‘could  be  under- 
Stood  a  quarter  of  a  mile  :  “Turn  on  that 
water.”  It  came  at  once  and  with  a  rush, 
but  mi  fortunately  the  last  length  of  hose 
was  not  properly  coupled  anil  it  parted, 
letting  out  a  flood  of  water  on  the  ground. 
“Hoo-oo-ort”  went  the  trumpet  again,  but 
“hoo-oo-oo”  having  meant  “turn  on”  be¬ 
fore,  the  fireman  at  the  hydrant  evidently 
thought  it  still  meant  the  same,  for  the 
Water  came  harder  and  harder,  rendering 
a  ducking  the  necessary  result  of  any  at¬ 
tempt  to  couple  the:  hose.  A  messenger 
started  for  the  hydrant,  but  that  naked 
voice  rang  out :  “Turn  off  that  water!”  and 
it  was  turned.  In  an  instant  the  hose  was 
coupled.  Once  more  the  water  came  and 
this  time  reached  its  intended  destination. 
^Tie  result  was  astonishing.  In  three 
minutes  one  needed  a  lantern  if  he  wish¬ 
ed  to  see  much.  There  was  still  fire  in¬ 
side  but  the  blaze  i  .utside  w  as  all  but  ex¬ 
tinguished. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Phienix  had  ar¬ 
rived  and  turned  on  a  stream  but  the  fire 
lining  under  'control  they  were  soon  or¬ 
dered  to  take  up.  The  Hook  and  Ladder 
men  now  put  up  a  ladder  and  the  stream 
was  thrown  from  above  into  a  corner 
where  tbe  fire  still  lingered.  In  a  few 
minutes  more  the  last  spark  was  out  and 
the  fii»t  story  of  the  barn  entirely  saved. 

The  work  was  well  and  and  quickly 
done.  It  was  very  evident  to  any  observ  ¬ 
er  that  our  tire  companies  have  rendered 
a  serious  tire  almost  impossible  unless 
under  very  unfavorable  circumstances.

After  ojiening  evercises,  singing,  etc*. , 
Mr.  AVilliams  announced  that  the  rem«>u 
strances  against  further  lii-en?*e  uf  liquor 
shops  in  September,  in  BT  ■  initield,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted 
on  the  previous  Sabbath,  had  l*e«-n  print 

ed  and  were  ready  for  use  If  the  sig¬ 
natures  antirij»ated  were  obtained  tliis 
protest  will  1**  of  much  value  to  the  com¬ 
munity,  morally  and  fijuicially. 

Air.  N.  Bussell  gave  interesting  ac 
counts  of  pi  gryss  in  the  temperance 
work.  In  Ne*  Jersey  there  are  over  92 
Unions  cimn^htl  with  the  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  Union.  In  Louis¬ 
iana  twenty  out  of  the  fifty  seven  parishes 
bf  the  State  a)  *  dished  liquor  selling  over 
a  year  ago.  In  Georgia  a  very  strong 
Local  Option  bill  has  lieen  passed  by  the 
Legislature.  There  was  even*  reus-  m  to 
thank  God  and  take  courage. 

After  some  remarks  by  Messrs.  Bourne 
and  Biddulph  in  regard  to  the  work  of 
the  Bloomfield  Woman's  Christian  Tem¬ 
perance  Union,  Air.  Baldwin  urged  the 
importance  of  steadfast  work.  Not  mind- 
ingf  any  discouragements,  let  temperance 
men  and  women  hold  fast  their  courage 
aud  persevere  to  the  end.  They  have  en¬ 
listed  for  the  war,  anil  should  work  “  for 
the  good  time  coming.”  God  had  jnum- 
ised  success  to  efforts,  and  it  would  come 
sooner  if  rigor  is  used,  or  later  if  less 
energy  be  displayed,  as  iu  any  other 
movement. 

Mr.  Franks,  of  Silver  Lake,  made  an 
earnest  appeal  to  all  Temperance  work¬ 
ers  anil  Christians  to  use  every  effort  to 
save  the  thinkers  and  to ,  preserve 
those  who  quit  drinking  liquor.  It  was 
a  hard  struggle  and  they  needed  contin¬ 
ual  watch  and  care.  The  AVomen’s 
Christain  Temperance  Union  was  doing 
a  noble  work  to  “rescue  the  perishing,” 
and  should  be  encouraged  by  the  church¬ 
es  generally.  He  related  some  incidents 
of  temperance  work  that  showed  the  im¬ 
portance  of  consistent  and  continuous  ef¬ 
forts  to  save  the  victims  of  strong  drink. 

The  German  Church  Parsonage. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Lecture 
Room  of  the  German  Presbyterian  Church 
on  Monday  evening  of  last  w  eek,  to  hear 
the  report  of  the  Parsonage  Building 
Committee,  The  cost  of  the  building,  in¬ 
cluding  all  odds  and  ends,  is  $3,136.81. 
The  Committee  have  lieen  enabled  to  pay 
$2,390.06  leaving  an  unpaid  deficit  of 
$746.75.  In  the  -Newark  Savings  Insti¬ 
tution  there,  is  locked  up  to  the  credit  of 
the  building-  fund  $433,  which,  if  all  of 
it  w*ere  paid,  would  still  leave  a  balance 
of  $313.75  unprovided  for. 

The  German ' Church ,  which  has  jier 
haps  more  than  any  other  church  iu  town 
suffered  from  the  adversity  of  the  times, 
has  {lone  nobly  in  the  matter  of  their 
parsonage  building,  l>esiiles  paying  their 
own  current  church  exj>euses.  Efforts 
are  now*  being  put  forth  to  raise  the 
amount  still  needed,  anil  if  our  fellow 
townsmen  aud  meml  iers  of  sister-churches 
will  but  once  more  lend  a  helping  hand 
the  German  Church  will  pull  through 
very  nicely.  Any  contribution,  no  matter 
how  large  or  small  will  lx*  gladly  received 
by  the  pastor  of  the  church,  Rev.  John 

M.  Ensslin,  or  any  member  of  the  Build¬ 
ing  Committee.  The  committee  consists 
of  Messrs.  John  G.  Keyler,  Jacob  For- 
noff,  Conrad  Bohr,  Henry  Aleuser  and 
Charles  L.  Seiliert. 

Obituary. 

Stewart  Gi  lune,  a  veteran  calico  print¬ 
er,  dies  1  at  Lowell,  Mass.,  last  week.  Air. 
Gulline  was  Ixirn  in  the  town  of  Ayr, 
Scotland,  in  1807,  and  first  came  to 
America  in  1827,  -  landing  at  Savannah, 
Ga.  He  went  back  to  Scotland  and  mar¬ 
ried,  and  returned  to  America  in  1K40, 
settling  in  Lowell.  He  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  the  calico  printing  business 
which  has  since  grown  'to  such  priqior- 
tions,  and  worked  in  a  shop  in  Belvedere 
where  the  preparatory  engraving  work 
was  done  for  the  Hamilton  Company. 
He  was  subsequently  identified  with 
print  works  in  North  Adams,  Bloomfield, 

N.  J.,  and  Fall  River.  He  returned  to 
the  old  country  in  1851,  where  he  lived 
until  last  September,  when  he  again 
crossed  the  ocean  to  end  his  (lays  amidst 
his  boys  anil  grandchildren.  He  leaves 
four  sons,  three  of  whom  are  employed 
by  the  Merrimack  Company,  Lowell,  and 
one  by  the  Cocheeo  Co.,  Dover,  N.  H.

Walks  Around  Town

Tbe  grading  and  graveling  of  Monroe 
Place  is  a  great  improvement  andf 
it  one  of  the  finest  streets  in  town.  The 
gravel  ustfd  is  similar  to  that  used  for  so 
many  years  in  Alontclair  with  suck  satis 
facti*  >n. 

The  Town  Committee  are  now  asking 
for  estimates  for  making  stone  roads  to 
the  extent  of  the  appropriati- m  |  made 
last  year,  viz.  $2,000.  Broad  street,  Or¬ 
ange  street,  and  Glenwx  xxl  avenue  are 
mentioned  as  desiring  the  improvement 
thiffyear. 

There  is  no  question  a$  to  the  eotmomy 
in  building  this  kind  roads.  HVhen 
Broad  street  is  laid  it  should  be  twenty 
feet  widej  and  eight  inches  deep  ^  least-. 
As  the  Ti|)wu  Committee-  have  the  power 
to  use  the  back  taxes  as  they  think  beat, 
w  hy  is  it  not  a  good  thin£  to  finish  Broad 
street  to  the  bridge  and  the  road  tm  Or 
ange  street  also.  It  should  not  cost  over 
$500  more. 

The  Town  Committee  before  .asking 
for  estimates  went  in  a  Ixxly  to  Alont¬ 
clair  to  see  the  roads  being  laid  thfre  and 
came  back,  I  understand,  well  Meased. 
The  contractor  there  hais  laid  4,000  feet 
in  less  than  sixty  days  aijid  has  still  3,500 
feet  to  di!>  at  a  cost  of  $5,500  for  the  full 
contract. 

One  of  the  greatest  j  attraction*  to  our 
town  is  our  public  park.  Not  Ibnly  is 
this  felt  bv  those  that  liye  here  but  par¬ 
ticularly  so  to  strangers!  coming  here  for 
the  first  time.  This  being  so  phy  is 
there  not  public  spirit  enough  to  have  the 
curbing  finished  to  Liberty  street  #nd  the 
sidewalk!  put  in  order  on  the  east  side  of 
the  park  ?  I  understand  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  have  ordered  the  curb  opposite 
Alonroe  Place  put  in  for  a  distance  of  fif¬ 
ty-five  feet.  Is  there  not  somel  way  to 
finish  the  whole  at  this  time  ?  •  I 

From  the  reports  of  the  real  estate 
agents  enquiry  for  houses  and  ^putting 
up  of  new  buildings  is  largely  on  the  in¬ 
crease.

All  ftlxmrd  for  Niagara  Falls  and  the 
wc*»t  was  our  greeting  as  we  entered  the 
qwnoiis  Weeliawken  station  of  the  N.  V 
West  Shore  and  Bufiai<>  Rail  wav  one  eve 
nmg  last  week.  We  stepjxd  -m  the  Pull 
man  Car  “Antilles’’  and  were  off  for  an 
all  night  ride  through  New  York  State 
He  who  hibi  uot  journeyed  through  the 
counties  of  northern  New  Jersey  has  no 
idea  of  the  great  U-auty  of  the  Haeken 
sack  Valley,  it  was  early  evening  and  we
